The motion, after fome obfervations, was agreed to. i :. 

Lord North then moved, “ That it is the opinion of this Com4 
‘* mittee, that for cvery almanack or calander, made to ferve for fe« 
rv veral years, the faid additional duty bé charged for every fach year, 

not exceeding three years.” : ’ 

His Lordthip faid that he meant to follow this with 
another, which was, to allow each of the Univerfities of Oxford and 
Cambridge 500 |. per annim, in lieu of the faid fam, which the Sta« 
tioners Company formerly paid them for printing almanacks. 

Mr, Byng faid he did mean to oppofe the motiun, not becanfe he 
thought the additional duty any great objeft, but beeaufe he under- 
ftood that the money to arife from it was to be applied t¢ private pur- 
pofes, which he could not fit ftill and fuffer, ds it was the fixed princi- 
ple of the conftitution, that the monty of the people coul Hot be 
yoted away but for their fole ufe and benefit. Mr Byng therefore rofe 
to object to the queftion, on account of its principle, and this he did

The noble Lord ftated, that this wis no more thad ‘Parliament 
had undertaken, when they took away the exclufive right of* 
almanacks.from the Stationers Company ; and it was, indeed, the great 

that-induced the Houfe te agree in ig the faid ‘mono- 
poly. His Lordihip further obferved, that as this was the cafe, he did 
not know from what fource the faid roool. 2-year could be better 
drawn, and that if the faid additlonal duty did not yield fufficiently for 
it, it was not micant to make it up from doy other part of the publis 
revenue. 

Mr Byng {till} objeéted to the allowance, arid thought Parliament 
fhould, at Jeaft, know whether the Univerfities applied it to the end 
it was given, for the Houfe had been given to underitand that it was 
for particular purpefes. .

Mr Juckfon differed from the Honourable Baronct, and faid, that 
Bibles had of late years bees .f6 much out of fale (s generat laugh) that 
the right .of printing. theni was ‘not thought lany thing; fo that 
the Company paid all the money for printing the Almanack. By fay- 
ing that Bibles. were how out ‘of fale, .he meant no more, than that 
there was now no call for them, they being at prefent already in every 
family. . ‘ 

‘The Honourable Mr Foba Townfbend {poke for the motion, as did 
Mr Strahan and Mr Grofvenor. ' 

The, motion was then put atid agreed to without a divifion. The 
Houfe having refumed itfelf,

upon the fame terms; but thatitheir diftrefs being very great in 1773, 
Government leng them a loan of 1;400,090 |. reftri€ting then from tai 
fing their dividend above 8 per cent. till they had reduced their debt to 
one million, and fo in proportion till they thould have diftharged the 
whole. From this aid, the Noble Lord deduced all the greatnefs and 
profperity of the Company, who were, at the time they recelved it, in 
the extremeft diftrels and difficulty. His Lordihip ftated, that the Com- 
pany had it at their option to raife their dividend above $ per cent. if 
‘they found their affairs profperous; but, if they did that, the public 
were to have three-fourths of all above the 8 per cent. Lord North 
followed up the feveral negociations between the public and the Com- 
pany, to the laft that had been marie, and ‘ftated to the Houfe the con- 
ferences he’had lately had with the Committee of Direétors appointed 
to wait upon him, with the difference of opinion that fubfifted between 
‘them ; the former ‘undetitanding that their charter gave them a clear 
and unteltri€ted power over their territorial poffeffions, and the latter, 
(Lord North) underftanding their charter to do no more than appoint 
the Company to manage and diteat the Government of e poflef- 


~ fions, which certainly belonged to the public, through the medium of 


the Compafiy. ; 
His | ip faid, that the fir? thing he thonld.move ,before, the -

T HE troops in general are more healthy than they have been for 
fome time, but provitions exceedingly dear. Have not fuffered 
any Congrefs notes or their current money to be taken or paid in the 
French lines. __ 

On the 2d of January, received a letter from Gen. Wafhington, re- 
‘quefting 1 would fend him a detachment of 2000 men, and a loan of 
40 or 40,000 filver dollars, upon account of the Hon. Congrefs. In my 
anfwer T- acquainted the General, that it was my duty as well as incli- 
natin, at all times to affiit the army of the United States of America, 
in any caufe where there was a probability of fuccefs, &c. but in the 
prefent cafe, peremptorily acquainted him, I could not comply with 
his requett. 

The Ametican army are very unprepared for the feverity of the fea- 
fon ; nay, they are in want of every field and garrifon neceffary to fup- 
port them through the war like foldiers, 

The detachment of their army that were encamped in the rear of 
my lines, I have fent to Gen. Wathington, and have his Majetty’s 
colours flying upon every flag-ftatf in the Ifland.

‘Their crews 
are very indifferent, and many have died.
